“These people can not be reached by the average church 
program. It hasn't reached them. We have attempted to change 
the idenity of the former Northside Baptist Chapel, now call-

“It has developed into a program in which we attempt 
to do everything 10 meet, not wants, but needs. First we must 
find the people 

“We find there is a need for the children to be occupied 
in something constructive. We have clubs for all ages. 

“In our work we also meet emergencies needs such as 
cloths, and transportation to clinics. 

“As a church oriented program we did not adequately 
minister to the people. The First Baptist Church of Belle Glade 
requested the Home Mission Board to send somebody to direct 
a new approach to the program.”

This new approach centers on children, Holcombe said: 
“It is hard to find a time that we could have a group of 
adults together. This summer we will reach for more adults. 
“Working as agriculture laborers the adults are busy all day 
and sometimes into the night. We are serving the adults by 
serving thg children, but we hope to contact the adults more 
directly during the summer. 

“We believe the people can be taught the Bible on Mon- 
day, as well as on Sunday. There is an old theory that is pre- 
valent among Christians, the people learn about God on 
Sunday. We seek to teach God and put truth into action every 
day of the week. Just as each person is holy, so is each day. 

The center is striving for more community involvement, 
not just Baptist involvement. All of the volunteers, at present, 
are from the Baptist church, but Holcombe hopes that others 
will work with the program 

The pholosophy here, Holcombe said, is based on a simi- 
lar program in operation in Perrine. The Baptist have more 
than 200 centers, he said, but Belle Glade and Perrine are 
the only two ministering to migrant and agricultural laborers 
This philosophy has its core in the dignity of the individual 
while helping people to help themselves.
